Hazard was in feeble health, mental- 
ly and physically, and during that 
period she did not possess capacity 
to execute a valid testamentary dis- 
position of her property, being un- 
able to carry in her mind the nat- 
ural objects of her affection and 
benevolence. For about 30 years 
before her death, the plaintiffs say, 
Mrs. Hazard, although an American 
citizen, had spent much of her time 
in Paris, during virtually. all of 
which period Victor Masou and his 
wife-were employed as her servants. 
They not only took charge of the 
housekeeping, preparation of meals 
and similar service for her, but also 
attended to her financial affairs, it 
is alleged. By reason of such «con- 
fidential relationship, it is further 
averred, Mrs. Hazard was complete- 
ly under their domination, and she 
was thereby unduly influenced to 
hequeath to them more than half of 
her net estate. 

Besides the $25,000 left to the 
Masous, Mrs. Hazard, in a codicil 
directed that they were'to have her 
personal effects, including furniture, 
linen and a silver tray.

Mrs. Boeke’s gift of the 28,000 
shares in the Cadbury Bros. firm, 
cocoa manufacturers, which she in- 
herited from her father, the late Sir 
George Cadbury, leaves the children 
dependent upon what their father 
can earn as a craftsman in the little 
Dutch village of Bilthoven. But a 
part of the $1,000,000, at which the 
shares are valued, will go to them. 
This decision was taken by the men’s 
and women’s council of Bourneryille, 
the model viflage established by Sir 
George to house the workers in his 
plant. 

The people of Bourneville have is- 
sued a statement in which they ex- 
press their appreciation of the spirit 
of self-sacrifice which has prompted 
Mrs. Boeke to give up: the life of 
ease she might have enjoyed. 

The eight men and women named 
as trustees are employes of the Cad- 
bury company. Among the proposals 
which they are considering are use 
of the fund for movements for inter- 
national fraternity, development of 
the idea of social control of indus- 
try, relief for suffering and distress 
in Russia, Poland and elsewhere, 
and plans for “working class unity’’ 
and education of the workers. 

The British press describes Mrs. 
Boeke’s letter renouncing the for- 
tune as “an epoch-making event in 
the world of British industry, com- 
bining the religious simplicity of the 
Quaker with the radical viewpoint of 
the Socialist.’’

In yes- 
terday’s balloting the Laborites lost 
149 seats which they had previously 
held in London and about 160 seats 
which they had occupied in 80 bor- 
oughs outside the capital, for the 
most part {n such large cities as 
Manchester, Liverpool, Birmingham, 
Derby, Nottingham, Plymouth, 
Southampton and Portsmouth. 

Although nominally considered 
purely municipal issues, the races 
were watched with intense curtosity 
as a possible forecast of Labor's 
chances in the general election and 
the outcome of the local elections 
has certainly made Labor's prospects 
for Parliarnent very discouraging- 

In some instances Laborite rep- 
resentation was completely wiped out 
in the municipal elections. os 

London was intensely hostile to 
Labor. General feeling in the cap. 
ital was manifested by the way the 
voters flocked to the polls despite 
the raw wind and furious rain.

The partisan interest is  \little 
stronger today than the attention 
focused on the wrangle between 
the Lloyd Georgian Liberals and the 
Conservatives.
